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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 5/12/09 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-19 have been canceled. Claims 20-22 have been added and are the only 
remaining claims in the application. 

3. In light of the amendment filed 5/12/09, the 35 USC 102 rejections have been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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The phrases "on the same layer" and "on the layer" lack antecedent basis and are 
confusing. The insulating layer and conductive layer are "in the same plane within a layer" but 
not "on the same layer" as shown in Fig 17. Clarification is requested. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 



8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
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the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S. C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 1 1- 
163,499. 

JP 1 1-163,499 teaches a printed wiring board manufacture whereby an inkjet unit (7) 
connected to a personal computer (10) has an inkjet nozzle (8) whereby insulator and conductor 
patterns are formed simultaneously (abstract and Fig. 5). Multilayered structures can be formed 
by repeating the formation of the insulator and conductor patterns (claim 5). 

While the Examiner acknowledges the fact that the claimed invention teaches separate 
steps of forming the conductor and insulator patterns, it has been well settled that absent a 
showing of unexpected results, generally, no invention is involved in the broad concept of 
performing simultaneously operations which have previously been performed in sequence or 
vice versa. In re Tatincloux, 108 USPQ 125. Furthermore, the transposition of process steps or 
the splitting of one step into two, where the processes are substantially identical or equivalent in 
terms of function, manner and result, was held to be not patentably distinguish the processes. Ex 
parte Rubin, 128 USPQ 440 (Bd. Pat. App. 1959).
